The North Jersey DX Association’s Secret Weapon 


Background 


September 1957 witnessed the introduction of The North Jersey DX Association (NJDXA). This event 
encountered broadly based yawns. Little did they know. The DXCC Mixed Honor Roll in the September 
1957 issue of QST contained only 21 calls and the Phone Honor Roll contained only 13 calls. There were 
no W2s on either list although NJDXA member W2AGW was one country off the honor roll and NJDXA 
member W2BXA led the second call area on phone. 


By 1966 the mixed DXCC honor roll swelled to 149 of which 28 (19%) were NJDXA members. There 
were only two W2s non-NJDXA-members who were on the Honor Roll. How could the NJDXA become a 
DX force of nature in such a short period of time? The answer is simple: we had a secret weapon, semi- 
private 2 Meter channels. 


Two Meters 


Shortly after the end of WWII the pre-war 2.5 Meter band 
was assigned to broadcast TV. Hams were assigned the cur- 
rent 2 Meter band obsolescing all pre-WWII VHF equipment. 
At the time huge amounts of surplus military electronic 
equipment became available in various “Radio Rows” around 
the country. However, that’s a story for another time. If 
you’re interested check out Wikipedia:

The SCR522 quickly became one of the more popular VHF 
transceivers. It was designed as an air—to-ground 125 to 150 
MHz transceiver and its 832 final tube delivered about six 
watts of AM. Four switchable crystals provided the ability to 
move around the band. Another popular “Radio Row” item was barrels of crystals, typically 25 cents each 
or 5 for a buck. Another very popular item was brand spanking new J38 keys in a box for 50 cents. 


Most of the general 2 Meter activity was in the lower MHz of the band. The early pre-NJDXA operators 
set up shop at the very high end of the band where they were essentially undetected. There were two fre- 
quencies used, channel A for general DX chatting and channel D for serious DX-related communications. 
Channel D was barely inside the band and channel A occupied a spot slightly lower. 
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In the late 1950s, Gonset introduced the famous “gooney bird.” In the 
early 60s CD (Civil Defense) organizations were purchasing CD col- 
ored Gonset Communicators and routinely “loaned” the rigs to local 
hams for CD drills. All the 2 Meter operation was simplex because re- 
peaters were still in the future. 


The NJDXA Secret Weapon 


Simplicity was the keynote of the NJDXA channels. On channel A one might ask, “What’s happening on 
40 Meters.” The “secret” operation was a bit more complex. Every member of the NJDXA received a cur- 
rent DXCC wish list from Ted Marks, W2FG, at the club’s monthly meeting. It was an ARRL DXCC 
county list embellished with a letter designation and a telephone number for each member. To illustrate, 
my letter identification was “D” (I was W2DEC at the time.) Next to KAO (That's KA zero, the prefix for 
Iwo Jima) Ted would place “D” and the letter designation of any other members needing KAO. Another 
list contained the phone number for “D.” 


Our alert protocol was a “single jingle.” If you heard some rare DX while in your normal listening phase 
you checked the wish list. If someone needed that country, you called them on the “twisted pair.” You let 
it ring once. Phone calls outside your immediate area were expensive back then. 


Here is an example of what typically happened. Bob, K2GMO hears KAOJJ and calls W2DEC on the 
phone, letting it ring once. W2DEC then goes to channel “D” and simply says, “W2DEC.” Bob would say 
KAOIJ 14035. That was it. Any additional communications shifted to channel “A”. 


If a member was out of 2 Meter range of the “single jingle” the meeting took place on 14.295 MHz. 20 
Meter phone ended at 14.300 MHz back then and all the DX activity took place at the low end of the 
phone band so 14.295 MHz was a good hiding place. 


Epilogue 


Hindsight is required to fully appreciate the effectiveness of our clandestine operation. There was no inter- 
net, no spotting networks, and no bulletins and propagation forecasting was in its infancy. The DX col- 
umns in QST and CQ were the only sources of public DX information. By the time you received the 
magazines the information was three months old. 


In the 1950/1960 era any DXer worthy of the name spent at least 20 hours listening for every hour of 
transmitting. The leveraging effect of 30 sets of ears listening for you was dramatic. Contrast that with a 
good friend of mine who has various spotting networks running all the time. When he sees a country he 
needs, he turn on the rig, works the DX, and goes back to whatever he was doing. After years of this op- 
erational mode honor roll status is within sight. 


I’m not proclaiming “search and pounce” as the preferred method of DXing, however, the old way pro- 
vided a fantastic sense of accomplishment because honor roll status required years of concentrated individ- 
ual activity. It has been my experience that the greater the challenge the greater the feeling of accomplish- 
ment when the task was finally completed.

ISS SSTV images from W2MMD Satellite Station - April 14, 2018

Over the past few days the Russian crew on the ISS has been broadcasting SSTV images throughout the 
orbits. I set up the new software-defined radio setup at the W2MMD Clubhouse to track and record those 
images since Thursday, and caught two passes there today. I pulled out the best downloads of each image. 
I also took a short video of one of the passes - you can see the SSTV signal on the SDR waterfall as the 
image materializes on the MMTV screen. It’s all pretty cool - hope it’s interesting to a few people.

That station is largely operational, and it gets full-strength signals from horizon to horizon. We’ve had 
many SSB QSOs on the XW satellites and copied APRS packets from the APRS satellites as well as te- 
lemetry from the Fox and Funcube satellites. We’ve also downloaded weather fax images from the NOAA 
satellites. We’re now working on getting 9600 bps telemetry decoded from Falconsat3, and once that’s 
working we want to get a 9600 bps uplink going as well. It would also be cool to get the 10 Meter PSK 
uplink working although that would require an additional antenna. 


Currently the best passes for the analog satellites are in the early evening (5-7 PM), and the digital satel- 
lites are in the late morning. I’m going to try to be over there some evenings this week (except for 
Wednesday) and hopefully next Saturday AM. If anyone else is interested in working satellites let me 
know and we’ll arrange a time to be there together.

KB6NU's Ham Radio Blog 


“Alexa, help me with ham radio”

Ihave had an Amazon Alexa (https://amzn.to/2rtNrD1) for nearly a year now. 

Mostly, I just use it to listen to internet radio stations or tell me a joke, but I think it has more potential 
than that. For example, I’ve written before about how I’d like to develop an Alexa skill to control my IC- 
7300 (https://bit.ly/2JuGR4B). I haven’t gotten around to that yet, but, Joe, N3HEE, has just published 
an Alexa skill called Continuous Wave (https://amzn.to/2r2enYV). It’s designed to help you learn Morse 
Code. 


To use this skill, you have to first enable it. Once enabled, say, “Alexa, open Continuous Wave.” This 
opens the skill at the main menu. You can then say any of the following at any voice prompt... 


¢ Learn 

* Practice 

* Alphabet 

* Common words 

* Random words 

* Words 

* Sentences 

* Call signs 

* Contest 

* Quick Brown Fox 
*QSO 

* Help 

¢ Stop — To end your session. 


I’ve just played around with this app for a short time, but I've found it to be quite entertaining. It does, 
however, have one big drawback. You can’t set the speed. It’s currently limited to sending at 20 words per 
minute only. 


Also, the learn function could use a little refining. When you give the command “learn,” it asks you for a 
character, sends that character three times, and then asks you for another. If you could set the speed at 
which the skill sends characters, it could teach a character like the K7QO Code Course, first sending the 
character slowly, then ramping up the speed. 


Overall, though, I think this is a great first shot at a usable Alexa skill for teaching Morse Code. I hope this 
is the first of many versions of this skill. 


Other ham radio skills 


While I was poking around on Amazon, I decided to see what other amateur radio skills might be avail- 
able. Here are a few that I found: 
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¢ Ham Exam (https://amzn.to/2r0s22y). Ask Alexa to ask you questions from the Technician Class 
question pool. 

¢ Ham Lookup (https://amzn.to/2vUKKhk). Allows you to look up amateurs by call sign. Information 
is provided from the callbook.info database. 

¢ Ham Radio Propagation Forecast (https://amzn.to/2I2Goqu). Reports the latest forecasts directly 
from HamQSL (run by NONBH). 

* ARRL Audio News (https://amzn.to/2JqjcC0). Adds ARRL Audio News to your Alexa flash brief- 
ing. 


Building your own voice app 


The Continuous Wave Alexa skill was developed using tools found at VoiceApps.Com. Two other web- 
sites, Pullstring (https://pullstring.com) and StoryLine (https://getstoryline.com), also have tools to help 
you build voice apps. And, Amazon has an online tutorial that will teach you how to build an Alexa app. 
I'm just getting started with these tools, so I can't recommend one over the others, but they do look like 
they'll make developing voice apps easier. 


Since I'm currently in the process of updating my No Nonsense Technician Class License Study Guide, it 
occurs to me that I should also develop an Alexa skill for drilling students on test questions. I guess you 
could call them audio flashcards. Stay tuned for that. 


When he's not trying to figure out how to build voice apps, Dan blogs about amateur radio at 
KBO6NU.Com, teaches ham radio classes, and operates CW on the HF bands.

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Remembering Radio Shack

Immediately behind my backyard fence |, ‘ 
is a little strip shopping center that was [ye = ae LE 25 
built around 1972. From the day it . 
opened, until Memorial Day of 2017, a 
familiar tenant occupied one of the 
small stores in that strip, which was 
none other than Radio Shack. At the 
time that it first opened, I was about 11 
or 12 years old and lived eight houses meme nian none 
down the block from my current address, in my parents' home which is now owned 69 my son. It was an 
easy walk for me to get batteries, parts, and other items for my projects, which at that time were not about 
ham radio as I did not yet have a license. What I did have was a keen interest in all things electronic, from 
CB walkie-talkies to stereo audio gear, and Radio Shack was an irresistible toy store practically in my own 
backyard. I could hardly stay away from the place! 


I like to say that I grew up on my Daddy's knee inhaling solder smoke, and this is no small exaggeration. 
My dad, Luther Starr, was a skilled electronic technician for more than half a century, involved in every- 
thing from large audio systems to video teleconferencing. When my Dad was in the MATV business, we 
had so much RG-59 cable laying around the house that we used it to make clothes lines for my mother! 

He was even a semi-active ham during the 1950's and held the call sign W2AHG, though he had let it 
lapse by the time I started to develop an interest in radio. My interest in radio was originally as a short 
wave and AM Dx listener. During the cold war, there was plenty of juicy propaganda to listen to that I 
could then go and report to my Dad and he would curse out loud that it was such bull! Having my own Ra- 
dio Shack store in my neighborhood was 12 year old geek nirvana. 


Any of you who were around in the mid 1970's will remember well the CB radio craze that swept the na- 
tion around that time. It was easy to get caught up in, especially for me as I had numerous Channel 14 
walkie talkies that were not very selective. If the signals were strong enough, I could hear most if not all of 
the then-23 channels without too much trouble. Radio Shack was a major player in the CB game, with the 
coveted Navaho transceiver being their flagship model. I think I can honestly say that my drooling over 
that equipment led me to ham radio, and to the GCARC as well. And I can definitely say that I had some 
real help along the way from the man who was the boss, Jim Peck W2LVW, the owner/manager of the 
Radio Shack store that became my favorite hang-around spot, and a long time member of GCARC. Jim 
was U.S. Navy Retired, and ran that store as a tight ship. He was a natural leader whom I had no choice 
but to respect, and it paid me back in a lifetime of good fortune. 


It became almost a game, that I would come into the store and start looking at all of the wondrous assort- 
ment of electronic goodies, and when I would get to the CB gear, Jim would bark at me, "Why are you 
wasting your time with that stuff, why don't you study for your ham license!" I would then say something 
like, "Well you don’t sell any ham gear here". And then Jim would hand me a book, and tell me to go 
home and read it. At first, it was books that they sold there, but then he started giving me some of his 
Navy books on radio and electronics that were serious texts, and very thick. That's when I knew he was 
quite serious. So I studied. I really had no choice. Jim Peck was not a guy that I could easily say no to! It 
probably took me 2 or 3 years, but eventually I took my Novice test and passed it. It was something I had 
to do.

My hobby eventually led me to a life-long career in electronics, and I found fewer reasons to go back to 
Radio Shack. As the years went by Jim retired and the store became a company owned and run store, 
never as good as when it was run by W2LVW. When I got back on the air a few years ago, it was again a 
valuable resource for connectors, terminals and such. I fortunately got my shack built and on the air before 
they closed their doors for good. I have always said that timing is everything. Last year, Memorial Day 
weekend was the end of the line. I bought a big bag of parts that weekend, then went back and bought an- 
other. No longer would I be able to walk out my back gate and get a right angle PL-259 or a tip for my big 
Weller iron. I suppose that nothing lasts forever, and Radio Shack had long ago seen its golden days. 


Reading the ham radio forums now I see a lot of comments about where do I get this or that now that all 
the Radio Shack stores are gone. And I understand. But I wonder if any of those stores that these hams are 
missing had so much impact on their lives as my Radio Shack store did for me. Probably not, but you 
never know!

History: On Saturday, June 3, 2017, we had 22 different people take 30 exams. All but three people 
earned either a Technician license or an upgrade to General license. Eight people earned both their Techni- 
cian and General licenses. One person who did not pass a test on June 3™ subsequently passed their Tech- 


nician test. 


There were mistakes made that will be corrected this year. The biggest mistake was noise and confusion 
when the VE session was in progress. 


This Year: Licensing Saturday is scheduled for June 2". Preparation for the Technician test begins 
promptly at 8:00 AM. The Clubhouse opens at 7:30 AM. There are three study sessions of 50 minutes fol- 
lowed by a 10 minute break. The Technician VE Exam Session begins promptly at 11:00 AM. 


The cycle is repeated for General candidates starting at 1:00 PM with the second VE Exam Session sched- 
uled for 4:00 PM. 


There is no cost to attend the classes, but there is a $15.00 fee to take the exam. 
Candidate participation is required in an on-line email session prior to Licensing Saturday. 
Currently licensed hams looking to upgrade may attend either VE exam session. 


Lunch will be provided for all participants, including both Technician and General candidates, instructors, 
and staff. Refreshments (coffee, soda, water) will be provided by the Club. 


Volunteers:

Can- 
didates will get bored with the same instructor so I suggest a separate instructor for each class. I will in- 
struct one Technician and one General class. We could use four additional instructors. 

Food: Pizza will be ordered from Marino’s on Bridgeton Pike. Volunteer needed to call in the order. 


That's it folks, thanks for your attention.

2. If you have Club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he 
will put them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 

3. Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 

4. URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 

5. Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The mes- 
sage will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 


6. Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. 
You must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 


7. If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the 


8. Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator 
has to log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address 
as belonging to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector.
